St. Petersburg, Feb. 25th— 2:45 a. m. A telegram from Viceroy Alexleff to the Czar 
says: "At a quarter before three in the morning of February 23rd, numerous Japanese 
torpedo boats attempted to attack the battleship Retvlzan and sink large steamers loaded 
with InflammabSes. The Retvlzan was the first to observe the torpedo boats, and opened 
strong fire on them. She was supported by the land batteries. She destroyed two steam- 
ers near the entrance of the harbor. They were coming directly towards her. One of them 
went on the rocks near the lighthouse on Tiger Tail Peninsula, and the other sank under 
Golden hill. Th :; Retvizan observed four steamers in a sinking condition and eight torpedo 
boats departing slowly to rejoin the waiting Japanese warships. A portion of the crews of 
the Japanese vtssels were drowned. The grounded steamer Is still burning. The enemy 
is observed In the offing of Port Arthur In two lines. The Japanese crews saved themselves 
In boats and it is possible that some of them were picked up by the enemy's torpedo boats. 
I am proceeding to examine the coast. The entrance of the harbor Is open. I attribute the 
complete derangement of the enemy's plan to brilliant and decisive fire from the Retvlzan. 
Floatlflg mines are still visible in the roadstead. Have recalled the three cruisers sent 
In pursuit of the enemy In order, In the first place to clear the roadstead of floating mines. 
We had no losses."

But after nil 
the occurrences of the past few weeks

The discussion whicli took place yes- 
teirflay to the •convention of the Mining 
lAssociation on the proposal that iniuing 
jnaehinery and snpi)li(-s should bo .'id 
Jnitted into Canada J^rce of duty, e.\. 
ccpt where articles of equal iiuality 
-conld he itrocured of Canadian manu- 
facture or production at a .price not 
greater than tliat at which they are 
sold to the forciijii home consumer, was 
iuteresLing. But tlie course of tlie dis- 
«ussiou brought out tlie difficulties 
■which Iraive aH'ays arisen in' past ef 
forts to deal with this question in a 
jnaiiner that would be satisfactory to 
all the interests concerned. The Asso- 
■ciation realized this yesterday by its 
Toferenco of the ■matter to a commit- 
tee. 

'I^lie two interests most inimeiliately 
.concerned are the miners— tin. iiserr; of 
iniining inai-hincry— and the niannfai-tnr- 
ers of such machinery. As rei^ards 
supplies used by miners, it ni'pi'ars to 
■Us that these ^^houhl be eliininateil 
from any reconrmenil.-itioi] iliat the cum- 
•inittee or the Associatimi iiiay make. 
To iiJcludc what come under the iliiiiii- 
tioii of "aniuing suiiplies" in any re- 
quest for consideration by tlie J»"miii- 
lon Parliament in re.siiei-t to a leilue- 
■tion or abolition of iliiiy, \\-..,iM iilniost 
certainly raise siii-li rDiaplii-.-iiiuiici ,-iinl 
opposition as wonhl lead to the defeat 
of the rciiin'si f.n- the abolition of the 
duty on niiiiini.' niarhiiiery. In regard 
to the latter, as u have sai.l, there 
are the inieresu lu^ parties to be 
considered— liiose of the niiiier<s and the 
luanufucturers. When tliLs same ques- 
tion was under consideration about 
twelve years .-u'o, it was -recognized 
by I'arliament that, on account of but 
litLl<« mining •machinery being nianu- 
■fuctured in Canada, it was desirable, 
witllt tJio view of fostering 'the mining 
industry, that s-one i-onsiilci-ation should 
be given to tin,- matter, it was, there- 
fore, arranged that on imported mining 
machinery of a sort not wanafiieiin-ed 
In Canada, a remission of the duty 
loviable under the Tarill' s'lmiihl be 
granteil, anil, as far as we know, tliis 
iKis been done up to the lireseiit time 
There is no doubt this luis been beni'- 
lieial to the mining industry, and we 
ilo nut think that it has had a pre- 
judicial eiferi on the mauufacturo of 
machinery in Caiinda. 

How that the mining in-dustry has 
mado considerable progress in Canada, 
and espei-iiilly in liritish Coliiiiibia, the 
Jiialler assumes a ililfen-ni asjiect fruin 
what it had twelve years ago. The 
desire is, of course, that Canada should 
ll)eooine self-supporting and sclf-sufll- 
<'ient, and that view is held by both 
of the great (/anadiaii political jiariie.s. 
At the same time it cannot be disjmtcd, 
as wus sliown by sown of the speeches 
yesterday, tlmt the conditions under 
which ininin- in Itriiish (,'oliiinbia in 
i-arried on at iiresi-nl, are i~iii-h as to 
.show stnmg claims for tonsiileration 
and exceiitioual treatment. iW'hen all is 
said on both .sides of the question, it 
conn-s to niis---whal concessions can be 
•niaile lo miners in lln^ \v:iy of reniis- 
sioiis of iluly on iinpin-lc-.i inai-liiiicry 
tlwit will not prejudice or make inipos- 
eilde the inauufaetlire of siii'iilar machin- 
ery in ("iinadaV A. solution of tin; 
liroblcm i-ii|iiii-es an anan-/ement cinii- 
palible with botii those interests, and 



rule that sucli jnachiiiory must be sold 
lu jCaiiflda-nt the same price at which 
tlio ioreigu nrticle^is sold- to the foreign 
homo consumer, c'aition should bo exer- 
cised as such a demand might cau.so the 
request for remission of the duty to be 
opposed siiecessfally. The Canadian 
manufacturer, if he can supply the 
niaohinery tlwit js. required, iha», at the 
present .tto'e^ a margin ibeyiond that of 
his A'mericah' ririil, of the amount of 
the duty. I'.iit the American nianu- 
facliirer has a very imi)ortaiit advant- 
'iige over lii.s Cauadiau competitor in 
tlie much larger market tbnt the; United 
States offers' over that f-oaiml ui. the 
il )om!iiioij. iXow, in 'the prodnetion of 
m.-o'hinery of this kind, the (iiiaiitity in 
which it can he sold has a most im- 
portant ■effect ou the price, as a refer- 
ence to the reports of Fraser and 
.Ohalmcrs and other manufacturers, will 
.diow. Therefore, if the ("anadian 
miinufaetnrer is to be given a rctison- 
lable oi>portunlty to estBblis.li such a 
Imsiness, some consideration must bo 
given to the difference in the situation 
in the tw-o countries. We point these 
■lliiir.,'s out because, while we, as British 
'Columbians, desire that everything 
sliouJd bo done to reduce the eos^ of 
mining iind thereby iniiko possible the 
development of tlio immense' liodies of 
low-grade ore that exist in this I'rov- 
Ince, wo iioist not i';noi-e the fact that 
the m.atter iissnnics a dilTerent aspect in 
Eastern Canada, where the e.stabli.sii- 
meiit of industries to supply the ilo- 
nianils for all kinds of commodities con- 
sumed ill Canada, is a subject t'liat 
■holds ait imimrtant place in the Jiolicy of 
either political part.v and of the com- 
munity at large. There are two wtiys 
in which the matter may l)e reconi- 
iiiiended by the Association for consid- 
eration at Ottawa. Either such a i)ro- 
'IMWiition as is embodied in- the motion 
now under consideration by the com- 
mittee with such amendments as we 
have sir.'-u'estod to remove the objections 
based ^)n the dilTerein-e in the situa- 
tion of the manufacturers in the two 
i onntrft?s, or for a certain term of years 
to be named during which certain class- 
es of mining inai-hinery shall be ini- 
poi'ied frer of duty, irrespei-tive of the 
fact that they may be uianufactured in 
Canada- The argument for the latter 
i-.'iirse is that the mining industry, 
being in its early stages. |-eqiiires ox- 
■ee]itioiial consideration, while at the 
same lime the demand for those kind« 
of iivachinery is not sufflcientiy great as 
to enat)le the Canadian manufacturer 
to produce it at a cost that wili com- 
'liete with his foreign irival.

POUT ARTHUR. 

For hundreds of years Port Arthur 
was only a little lishiiig and' trading 
village, visited only by 'C'liinese jiinUs, 
and was regarded as an masafe harbor 
.for large shipping. Up to ISCO tbe 
iiiliabitJint.<! nunil>orod only 500 or COO, 
mostly miserable coolies. Then the place 
beu'iin to nib its eyes aiiil wake uji be- 
fore the advancing iiiliiieiice of civiliza- 
tion'. .Since' '1800 its growth has hee^n 
steady and rapid-. Tile Japanese took 
it in l.S',11 and put most of its inhtibi 
tanis t.i the .-iword. '■nii- pressure o: 
the allied powers caused .lapan to give 
the place back to China, and- in 18G8 
it was "leased" to Itiissia, and then 
actively lieg.-in enormous public works 
ami adiiiiiiislrative linildlnj:s were jilan- 
iii-il anil built; railways were constructed 
!ind tlie great t-rans-Siberittn line ■wne 
exteiidiHl to the ■port. Next the wonder- 
ful <-ily of Daliiy, thirty miles north 
and ten niiles east of I'orl Arthur, was 
begun, ami today it is one of .the linest 
cities -in Asia. Kveutually, it is plannetl, 
Dalny is to be the final terminus of tlio 
overland railwiiy. 'and I'ort Arlliiir will 
be an .Asiatic (Jibrallar, always pro- 
viding that Uiissia can retain her -grip 
■upon Alauchuria, wdiich now seems 
doubtful.
